th* Leona river, overflowing the banks 
«f that stream and flooding the low- 
lands on either side to adepthof leveral 
feet The east side of the city is built 
on lowlands aud was directly ia the 
path of this water. 


All tlie houses in tills part of the town 


were submerged, and in the darkness 
and throughput the downpour of rain 
that was falling could be heard the cries 
of distress from the ill-fated inhabitants 
in their wild-efforts to save their lives 
and those of then: families and loved 
ones. The? were a number of miracu- 
lous escapes and the rescuers and tlie 
rescued performed many heroic acts 
As soon as those in the higher part of 
town were made aware of the terrible 
flood and d;-e consequences, the work 
of rescuing was begun and carried out

Curve Pitching. 


There are some people still left who 


refuse to believe that a baseball can 
travel out of the straight line between 
the pitcher's box nud the home plate on 
its way to tha catcher.

proved again and again that a ball can 
be "curved1' by a now well known ex- 
periment.

In some respects farmers are more

Banks accomplished the same object 
in the same way. No doubt can ex- 
ist that In some banks oC the United 
States treasury warrants wore placed 
to the credit of more than one" indi- 
vidual on the day for assessment t» 
escape municipal and State taxes. 


"It Is also uharged that certain 


banks would aid cacli other In dilfer- 
ent States by changing their treas- 
ury warrant deposits from one to the 
other to suit different days for assess- 
ment existing in different States 
All this is stopped now. Under the 
bill introduced and passed by Mr. 
Cooper, ot Indiana, all United States 
currency heretofore escaping taxa- 
tion will be reached by the tax gnb 
erer. United States treasury war- 
rants known as greenbacks, and tbe 
Mils issued under the Sherman bul- 
lion purchase law amount to about 
naif a million dollars, and the coun- 
iry owes Mr. Cooper a debt of grati- 
tude for his patriotic labors."

English ChuruliynrdB ana Their Deeply 


Graven AcciiMRtinnN of Munler. 


Ill the churchyards of Britain several 


tombstones exist with tho accusations 
of murder tleoply engraved upon them. 
A sfcouo over the grave of tlireo children 
in Merringtoii (Durham) churchyard 
bears the following inscription: 


Sleeping \vit were slain. 
Ami here v. e sleep till we must rise ugaln. 
In Sundrkigo churchyard, Surrey, on 


the tombstoii B of a custom house officer 
who was shot in an encounter with 
smugglers is tho following: 
Thou shult ilo i o murder, nor shalt thou steal 
Are the oomtninids Jehovah did reveal. 
But thuu, O wmlcli, without fear or dread 
Of thy tremendous Maker, shot me dead. 


On a stone iu Cadoxtou churchyard, 


Glamorganshire, is inscribed the most 
fearful accusation of murder to be found 
on any tomb in Great Britain: 


"TO KECORD S10HDEK. 


"This stone was erected over the body 


of Mnrg:uot Williams, aged 26, living 
in service in (his parish, who was found 
dead with nic.rks of violence upon her 
iu a ditch on iinnrsh bolow this church- 
yard oil the morning of Sunday, tho 
14th July, 1832. 


"Although the savage murderer es- 


caped for a ae :isou tho detection of man, 
yet God hath set; his mark upon him

ififttfttl Preacher. 


Oolia ,'Parkur Woolloy published her 


first novel, "Love mid Thuology," in 
1887. It waa a clover, resolutely rad- 
ical littlo story, and the critics at once 
dossed it with tlio "African Farm,." 
"JohnWard" and tho ronowned "Rob- 
ert." Itii anthor, however, has since 
then gone far ahead of Mrs. Belaud, 
Mrs. Ward and even Olive Schreiner 
in tha clunionstratioa of her religions 
convictions. With "love" she had been 
tolerably conversant since her marriage 
in 1868, and by way of proving her fa- 
miliarity with "theology" she accepted 
tho pastornto of a church • in Geneva, 
Ills. Up to that time Mrs. Woolley had 
had no intention of entering the minis- 
try, although always attracted to tha 
pulpit and its opportunities. Her career 
us a minister has been, however, emi- 
nently successful. 
She has aroused a 


fresh and widespread religions interest 
throughout not only her immediate com- 
munity, bat in Chicago itself, aa hour'B 
railway rido distant, many persons go- 
ing out from that city every Sunday to 
attend service in Geneva. Mrs. Wool- 
ley'f sermons during this as yet briel 
pastorate have had a wide range, deal- 
ing with tho most vital and pressing 
problems of our day, as may be judged 
by the following topics, taken at random 
from her past year's calendar: "Indus- 
trial Armies Versus Industrial Citizen- 
ship," "Compensation," "Loved of 
Country,'" "A Story o^IsbenVBrand,'" 
and "Pilate's Question, 
'What Is 


Trnth?' " It is interesting to also note 
;hat of tha three trustees of her ohuroli 
;-wo, Mrs. Julia Plato Harvey and Mrs. 
faiia C. Blackiuan, are women. Mm 
Harvey is also well known to the world 
at large as tho former first rice presi- 
dent of the General Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs. 


Mrs. Woolley is by birth aa Ohioan, 


although removing toColdwater, Mich., 
at an early age. With the exception of 
i few years spent at the Lake Erie sem- 
nary—oiiei of the Mary Lyons schools 
-^-at Paiu(!svill<> O., she was educated 
entirely in tho town of her adoption. 
She was graduated from the Coldwator 
eminury in 1800 and two years later 
was married to Dr. J. H. Woolley. In 
.876 they removed to Chicago, where she 
rasied herself with contributions in 
prose and verse to journals both east 
and west. She was the Chicago corre- 
ppndent pf Tho Christian Register of 
Boston for eight years, and in 1890 
leoame assistant editor of the Chicago 
Jnity, holding the lattor position for 
rearly three years, Her first essay in 
lotion was a short story published in 
lippincatt, which periodical haa p^b- 
ished much other of her work. The 
itle of "Lovo and Theology" has. In 
ater editions, bccu changed to "Bachel 
Armstrong," while two other novels 
rom her pen have also appeared, "A 
(iirl Graduato" and "Roger Hunt. " 


Mrs. 
Woolley has been and is a con- 


picuous member of that conspicuous 
rgauizatimi, tho Chicago Woman's 
lub. For two years she was its presi- 
out, and she is the present leader of 


"Browning classes," her long expe- 


ienco as thinker and lecttiror amply 
ualifying her for such responsibility.
